Because of the inconvenience and the 
loss of time involved, the practitioner 
is often obliged to charge an extra fee, 
which is obviously not to the patients’ 


interest. 
: STAMP DUTY FEE 

I believe that of approximately 100 
doctors who own cars, not more than 
half of the number actually have taken 
out the special traffic permit, because 
of the added expense; as the fee of 
$10 is not inclusive of the Stamp Duty 
Fee of $60, which is paid by every 
doctor for the privilege.to practise—a 


fee which I understand, is exceptional 


in the British Empire. 

In view of the small number of cars 
owned by the medical man as competed 
the 
question of traffic obstruction should 
not arise, especially. when such smaller 
roads are closed to ordinary motor 
traffic, except of course, the cars under 
special permit. - roa 

You will observe Sir, that -in -grant- 
ing the medical profession the free 
use of such smaller roads, the loss in 
revenue is insignificant. It appearg to 
me that the principle should be, whe- 
ther a road is safe and feasible to use 
or not, and if it is,-then there is no 
reason why Government should not fa- 
cilitate the doctors, in discharging their 
duty of alleviating suffering andthe 
saving--of life.
